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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following minor informalities: 
The "title of the invention" and the title in the specification should be the same. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , line 1 ; recites "computer readable medium having a 
computer code recorded thereon wherein the program includes the sets of 
instructions.."; however, the specification recites "the program may be in the form of 
source code, object code, a code intermediate source and object code such as in 
partially compiled form, or in any other form suitable for use in the implementation of the 
process according to the invention. The carrier may be any entity or device capable of 
carrying the program. For example, the carrier may comprise a storage medium, such 
as a ROM (Read Only Memory), for example a CD (Compact Disc) or a semiconductor 
ROM, or a magnetic recording medium, for example a floppy disc or hard disc. Further, 
the carrier may be a transmissible carrier such as an electrical or optical signal which 
may be conveyed via electrical or optical cable or by radio or by other means. When the 
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program is embodied in a signal which may be conveyed directly by a cable or other 
device or means, the carrier may be constituted by such cable or device or means". 
Here, the carrier may be transmitted as "carrier" and carrier is "signal" per se and signal 
is a non-statutory subject matter. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 2-1 5 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art fails to explicitly disclose correlating step comprising the 
further sub-steps of over-sampling the representation (S BB) of the received signal 
(SMT) within the uncertainty region to obtain a corresponding over-sampled 
representation of the received signal (<SBB>), the over-sampling being equivalent to a 
reduced chip period (T.sub.CI) which is shorter than the nominal chip period 
(TC), selecting a local spreading sequence (SPP) containing poly-phased symbol values 
which are different from the set of symbols represented by the received signal (SMT), 
the selected local spreading sequence (SPP) having a nominal chip period being 
equivalent to the reduced chip period (TC1), and cross-correlating the over-sampled 
representation (<SBB>) of the received signal (SMT) with the selected local spreading 
sequence (SPP) to obtain an improved uncertainty region which is more limited than 
one half nominal chip period (TC/2). The distinct feature of the independent claims 
renders the claims allowable.
